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W^aterfall  Chrysanthemums

WE  ARE  proud  to  announce  to  our  many  friends  that  this  year's  show  of  Waterfall  Chry¬ 
santhemums  is  not  only  the  largest,  but  the  finest,  one  we  have  ever  held.  Included  in 
their  starry  ranks  will  be  found  all  of  your  old  favorites,  as  well  as  many  newer  develop¬ 
ments  including  "Pleiades",  a  large  lavender-pink  quilled  sort,  "Lingering  Summer"  in  warm 
violet-maroon  and  "Autumn  Mood",  a  fine  semi-double  quilled  bronze.  There  are  also  deli¬ 
cate  and  deep  pinks,  lilac,  soft  and  brilliant  ypllows,  sunset,  rich  and  flaming  reds,  as  well 
as  the  ever  beloved  whites  such  as  "Falling  Snow"  and  "Waters  of  the  McKenzie". 

The  picture  shown  above  best  illustrates  this  exquisite  delicate-flowered  type,  which  is 
the  perfect  foil  for  the  large  flowered  ordinary  varieties  with  their  stiffly  erect  stems. 

While  they  leave  nothing  to  be  desired  for  use  in  the  patio  and  garden,  they  are  particu¬ 
larly  satisfactory  and  distinctive  as  a  house  ptant.  Placed  on  a  mantle  shelf,  bracket  or  ped¬ 
estal  these  dainty  flowers  make  a  gay  contribution  of  a  month  or  six  weeks  of  bloom.  This 
type  was  discovered  growing  wild  in  Korea,  trailing  over  the  rocks  in  a  remote  mountain 
section.

BURNOUS  a  single  type  in  glowing  gold  bronze. 

CALIFORNIA  SUNSHINE  a  warm,  glowing  yellow 
in  daisy  form. 

END  O’  THE  RAINBOW  truly  a  pot  of  gold. 

FALLING  SNOW  large  flowers  of  purest  white. 

FALLS  OF  SAHALIE  a  mass  of  single  flowers  in 
Indian  red. 

FIRE  FALL  a  deep  rich  red  single. 

HARVEST  MOON  soft  margarite  yellow  semi-double 
flowers. 

JEWELS  OF  THE  MADONNA  large,  semi-double, 
pearly  pink  flowers. 

LILAC  VEIL  of  crested  flowers  in  misty  lilac. 


PLEIADES  a  large  quilled  sort  in  lavender-pink. 

PUNCTUAL  PINK  delicate  pink  with  softly  quilled 
center. 

SHOOTING  STARS  charming  single  in  buttercup 
yellow. 

SING-SONG  GIRL  flowers  like  a  brilliant  sunset. 

SMOKE  OF  INCENSE  white  deepening  to  a  dusky 
pink. 

SPRIGGED  CALICO  two-toned  pink  and  white  with 
yellow  center. 

STARRY  EYES  a  scintillant  yellow  of  crested  form. 

SUN  ON  THE  FALLS  an  early  flowering  bronze- 
yellow. 

SUNSET  two-toned  quilled  bronze. 


LINGERING  SUMMER  a  single  bright  violet  maroon. 

LOVE  PHEASANT  large  double,  rich  maroon  red. 

MANTILLA  a  fragile,  lacy  veil  of  purest  white. 

PEARLS  OF  NAI  TSAN  semi-double  blossoms  of 
pearly  pink. 


TRANQUILLITY  one  of  the  finest  white  sorts  with 
grey  foliage. 

VENETIA  glowing  Venetian  red.  Large  and  very  fine. 

WATERS  OF  THE  McKENZIE  ice-white  flowers  in 
great  abundance.  ■ 


CULTURE 


Preferably  keep  in  a  semi-shady  location; 
cut  back  stems  in  February  and,  from  the  new 
growth,  select  two  or  more  runners,  accord¬ 
ing  to  age  of  plant,  and  keep  the  remaining 
shoots  trimmed  back.  Then  train  and  tie 
these  leaders  on  bamboo  stakes  or  wires, 
pointing  North,  and  slanting  up  at  an  angle 
of  45°,  so  that  sun  strikes  all  parts  equally. 
Disbud  and  pinch  back  the  side  shoots  to  one 


or  two  leaf  joints  to  develop  a  bushy,  close- 
branched  side  growth.  About  the  end  of  Sep¬ 
tember  remove  supports  and  let  'runners 
droop  over  side  of  pot,  facing  South  to  the 
sun.  Plant  in  a  mixture  of  good  loam  and 
leafmold,  and  during  growing  season  (March- 
September)  feed  lightly  with  a  commercial 
fertilizer  (5-10-2).  The  resulting  cascade  of 
color  will  amply  reward  you.
